Rallway Station, on March 1, 1946, and 
the Korean war in June 1950 are typical 
‘examples of the state-sponsored, military 
terrorism of the US. 

The US is also making no scruple of 
‘overthrowing and wrecking the gavern 
ments, murdering progressive statesmen 
and even making war against those it

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Gilt-Bronze Buddhist Images 


orean Central History Museum 
has newly put on display the git 
bronze Buddhist images, 

“The images, which are believed to date 
bback to the late period of Koryo Kingdom 
(018-1302) or the early Ri Dynasty (1392- 
1910), have been found in Qctober 2009 
on Piro Peak of Mt. Kumgang, in 
Nacgumgang-r, Kumgang County of 
Kangwon Province 

‘The images describe Amitabha, with 
Keitigarbha and Avalokitesvara on his both 
sides, all siting cross-legged on lotus- 
patterned stand 

During the period of the Three King- 
doms the Buddhist images depicted Ami- 
tabha with Manjusri, Divine Wisdom, and 
Avalokitesvara, Merciful Goddess, on both 
fides, and since the late period of Koryo 
Kingdom Manjusri was replaced by Ksiti- 
garbha 


‘The image of Amitabha is 15.2 em high 
land portrays the Buddha with his typieal 
curly hair, his head a litle lowered, and a 
String of jewels holding in his hands. It is, 
Uunique in deseription of the Buddha 
known $0 far, and thus offers valuable 
materials for the study of Buddhist im 
ages. 

‘The image of Ksitigarbha, 12.6 cm 
high, describes the Bodhisattva putting 
fan a hood and sitting cross-legged, his 
Fight hand holding a staff and left one 
resting on his kee. It is so delicate in 
portraying his broad face, sharp nose, 
Arched eyebrows, his eyes gently shut and 
his mouth firmly set, thus emphasizing 
his solemn face 


‘Avalokitesvara 13.2 em high, wears her 
distinctive crown and lowers her face a 


little, witha gentle look. Soft and rhythmic 
contours of her face and body, along with

splendid omamentation, are so_exqui- 
Sely depicted that her characteristic as 
the Lord of Compassion is well featured, 

‘The Buddhist images and the stand sre 
cast in brass, and the latter is pinned with 
f bronze sheet in the lower part. At pre 
Sent there are only three spots on which 
the pins had been fixed. The staff in the 
hhand of Ksitigarbha and the spray of lotus 
lower Avalokitesvara is holding are dam- 
‘aged a litle on their upper parts, 

Bodies ofthe images are proportionate 
with each other and well harmonized in 
formative and artistic representation 

‘The gilt-bronze Buddhist images newly 
exhibited in the Korean Central History 
‘Museum are the fine example of excellent 
cast craftsmanship of the Korean nation 
‘vith « brillant culture
